Action line 


Why is it that the City of Corsicana 


operates a cemetery selling burial 
spaces at a figure arrived at in the 
early 1900's? They must use current 
city tax dollars to help support this. 
Exactly how many tax dollars go to 
maintain the cemetery? 


City Manager Dick Ballenger says 


the cemetery price schedule is kept low 
in order to serve as many citizens as 
possible. 


"I am sure that everyone is aware of 


the increased costs of burial expenses," 
Ballenger said. "For many years, it has 
been the policy of the city to keep burial 
space fees as low as possible. This helps 
all of our citizens using this facility. In 
many instances, limited savings ac- 
counts and insurance coverage are 
involved." 


Ballenger noted that in recent years 


it has been necessary to increase the 
cost of opening and closing the graves 
to "more nearly reflect the cost of 
labor." 


"This office is currently working on 


recommendations and as time permits 
will present to the City Commission a 
plan to better utilize the land and 
consider other factors relative to the 
(cemetery) 
operation," 
Ballenger 


added. 


"The dollars used to maintain this 


facility are included in the overall 
Parks and Cemetery budget," he said, 
noting that the cemetery is owned by 
the taxpayers and aquired to serve the 
community. 


"I would doubt that any cemetery 


anywhere in a city this size is better 
kept or maintained," Ballenger said, 
"and we feel that this is the least we can 
do for those citizens who provided the 
facility in the first place." 


Total budget for operating Cor- 


sicana's parks and cemeteries for 1976- 
77 is $92,290. 


Could you please let me know about 


the construction on 13th Street between 
Beaton and First Avenue? This street 
has had holes in it from the first date of 
retopping. Will they be fixed anytime in 
the future? 


City mgr. Dick Ballenger says that 


13th St. between Beaton and Hwy. 75 
has never been completely retopped as 
mentioned. 


"Part of this particular section of 


street was 
included 
in the 
Bond 


Program and the city some two years 
ago accomplished some temporary 
repairs," Ballenger said. "The street 
was not retopped as it had never been 
topped." 


Ballenger says, however, that this 


section of street is scheduled for ex- 
tensive repairs this calendar year. 


I would like to know, along with many 


others, why the city when the recently 
curbed and blacktopped 13th Avenue 
from 24th Street to the west, would 
leave a very short distance from 24th 
Street to 20th Street not curbed? It has 
muddy ditches on either side and 
completely ruins the looks of he street. 
Any plans to finish the curbs as they 
should be? 


The stretch of street you mention will 


have to wait awhile for curbs and 
blacktop because it was not specified to 
be paved or curbed under the bond 
program which financed the other work 
you mention. 


Funding was allotted only for a 


section of that street, according to city 
officials. 


The block in question will be picked 


up under another program as soon as 
funds become available, according to 
City Manager Dick Ballenger. 


Who is responsible for the main- 


tenance of the streets between the rails 
on S. Fifth Avenue? The holes and 
spikes are ruining tires and shock 
absorbers on cars. 


All railroad crossings are the 


responsibility of the railroads owning 
that particular right-of-way, according 
to the City. 


The city, according to the City Code, 


has the right to request repairs to be 
made on any crossing. 


City Mgr. Dick Ballenger says the 


City attempts to keep the railroads 
notified of any problems. 


"The City does attempt to keep the 


responsible people notified," Ballenger 
said, "and we assist in any way possible 
when requested to do so." 


The City, nonetheless, experienced 


some problems early today with a 
malfunctioning railroad crossing gate, 
as detailed in a story in today's Daily 
Sun.

Representative Forrest Green 
met with reporters yesterday to 
explain their recent efforts in 
Austin to secure further funding 
from the state for the college. 


Referring to financial com- 


parisions of Navarro with area 
colleges and other data, Dr. 
Walker emphasized again that 
Navarro is in sound financial 
condition and that the only 
money the college is seeking 
from the Legislature is money 
the state had already promised 
Navarro but had not paid. 


Referring to a series of ads 


which appeared in the Daily Sun 
last week detailing Navarro's 
financial condition, Dr. Walker 
said the ads were run to assure 
the general public that the 
college 
had 
no 
financial 


problems. 


"WE WERE NOT displeased 


with the way the Daily SLU; 
handled (the funding request 
stories,) Dr. Walker said, "It 
was that the average citizen 
didn't 
understand 
the 
com- 


plexities involved and it had 
created an image in the minds 
of many of them that we were 
bankrupt." 


Dr. Walker said the college 


developed an "image" of an 
institution 
on the verge of 


bankrupcy, when in fact, it was 
an institution trying to live 
within a planned budget based, 
in part, on promised 
state 


funds. 


"We're trying to show the 


difference in an institution that 
has budgeted indebtedness with 
a way to pay it off, as opposed to 
an institution that's bankrupt," 
Dr. Walker said. 


I)K. WAl.KKU DENIED that 


a different financial picture is 
being painted in Austin than is 
being touted in Corsicana. 


"We were not saying one 


thing in Austin and another in 
Corsicana," Dr. Walker said, 
while agreeing with Forrest 
Green's comment that elifferent 
aspects of the overall financial 
situation 
were 
being 
em- 


phasized 
in 
Austin. 


"Emphasizing different things, 
maybe, but we're not saying 
different stories." 


Dr. Walker said some 27 


copies of Navarro's final audit 
report has been sent to a 
number of state agencies, in- 
cluding all members of the 
House 
and 
Senate 


Appropriations Committee and 
to 
the 
Higher 
Education 


Committee members. 


Speaking of his 
testimony 


before 
the 
House 


Appropriations Committee last 
Thursday, Green clarified some 
of his remarks to that com- 
mittee. 


In that meeting, covered by 


Mark Browning of the Harte- 
Hanks Austin Bureau, Green 
was quoted as saying, "We've 
got notes at the bank of $260,000 
and we can't pay them off." 


"MY STATEMENT, 'I don't 


know how we're going to pay it 
back' doesn't mean we can't 
[jay it back," Green said. "It 
means that we'd either have to 
raise local taxes or we'd have to 
reduce 
enrollment. What 
1 


meant was, that without doing 
those two things, we couldn't 
pay it back. I was making the 
point that we had earned this 
money because of increased 
enrollment and the formula was 
based on the Legislature's own 
making." 


Green 
said 
he 
felt 
the 


Legislature needed to "carry 
out the moral obligation that 
was made by the Legislature to 
fund these student hours." 


"We received a whole lot of 


apposition, it's strange to say, 
from other colleges," Green 


said. "It's kind of an unusual 
situation because, if you have a 
five, 10, or even a 15 per cent 
(enrollment) increase, you can 
kind of absorb it. But Navarro's 
in a most unusual situation of 
having this tremendous 123 per 
cent increase, and it's really 
hard to digest something like 
that." 


DR. WALKER SAID some of 


his collegues had indicated to 
him that they felt Navarro 
should not receive 
the 
full 


contingency payment unless all 
colleges received it. By law, any 
Texas college has the right to 
appear 
before 
the 


Appropriations Committee to 
seek additional funds in the 
manner 
which 
Navarro ap- 


peared last Thursday. If such 
funding 
is approved by the 


committee, as was the case on 
an "overwhelming vote" for 
Navarro last week, then that 
expenditure 
appears in the 


Appropriation 
Committee 


recommendations 
as 
an in- 


dividual line item. 


And that, Green said, means 


that the appropriation is due for 
some more attack before final 
approval. 


"We've made three of the four 


big hurdles," Green said of the 
$200,000 request. "We passed 
the Appropriations Committee, 
the Higher Education Com- 
mittee, and the Appropritative 
Affairs 
Subcommittee. 
So 1 


can't help but be optimistic 
about getting it through the 
House. 
We 
still 
face, 
un- 


doubtedly, a little debate on the 
floor before it is passed." 


NOTING THAT NAVARRO'S 


tax base is largely rural and is 
not growing as is the case in 
other areas, Green said that 
problem is compounded by the 
huge enrollment leaps. 


Dr. 
Walker 
said 
the 


enrollment 
increase 
ex- 


perienced 
here 
is "un- 


precedented" anywhere in the 
state. 


"Had we had a five or ten per 


cent increase," he said, "we 
could have absorbed that. But 
when your enrollment more 
than doubles, you just can't 
absorb that." 


Dr. Walker said other junior 


colleges 
are 
not appearing 


asking for the promised funds 
because they can't justify the 
need with enrollment figures as 
can Navarro. 


College's administrative 
costs lowest among five 


Navarro College's total ad- 


ministrative 
costs 
are 
the 


lowest of any of the five area 
junior colleges, according to 
figures compiled by the state 
and 
released 
Monday 
by 


Navarro College. 


For purposes of comparison, 


total administrative costs are 
figured on a cost-per-contact 
hour-taught 
basis. 


Administrative costs include 
salaries for the general ad- 
ministration, 
the 
academic 


administration 
< including 


deans,) the technical-vocational 
administration, and all aspects 
of student services such as 
counselors, testing, admissions 
clerks, 
record 
clerks, 
and 


similar services. 


For school year 1975-76, those 


costs 
totalled 
$366,098 
at 


Navarro, or about 41-cents per 
hour of instruction. 


At Henderson County Junior 


College, those costs totalled 
$:)82,021 for the same year, of 
about 51-cents> per hour of in- 
struction. Kilgore college was 
closest to Niavarro in those 
costs, 
posting 
a 
total 
ad- 


ministrative budget of $697,233 
at a cost of about 46-cents pet- 
hour of instruction. 


McClennan 
County 
Junior 


College 
spent 
$748,254 
on 


general 
administration 
last 


year, or about 48-cents per hour 
of instruction. Topping the list 
was Hill County Junior College, 
which 
while 
spending 
only 


$192,640 
on 
administrative 


costs, averaged 62-cents per 
hour of instruction. 


Dr. Walker noted that state 


funding for junior and 
com- 


munity colleges includes an 
hourly cost of administration of 
51-cents per hour of instruction, 
10 cents per hour more than 
Navarro spends. 


"We're spending only 41-cents 


per hour here, 20 per cent less 
than the state funds us for," Dr. 
Walker 
said, 
"and we're 


transferring this savings into 
faculty 
salaries 
and 
in- 


structional 
supplies 
and 


equipment." 


According to the Coordinating 


Board 
figures, 
Navarro's 


general administration costs 
are higher than other colleges, 
but instructional and vocational 
administrative costs are lower, 
making the overall average 
lower

Bus accident victims 
released from hospital 


Not too long ago, if a woman 


wanted to buy life insurance on 
her own, she most probably 
would have had to make the 
first move to find someone to 
sell it to her. 


The reason was that life in- 


surance had been developed to 
replace the income of the male 
breadwinner if he died, and so, 
traditionally, 
it 
was 
male 


oriented. But today, with more 
than 2 in 5 women in the United 
States contributing to family 
income, life insurance agents 
are much more active in the 
women's market. 


In addition to women who 


work outside the home, there 
are also the housewives whose 
loss could prove 
financially 


disastrous to their families. In 
situations where young children 
are involved, it could mean 
steep financial expenditures for 
household help. 


Today, says the American 


Council 
of 
Life 
Insurance, 


women own about 350 billion of 
life insurance in force. Between 


1965 and 1975 alone, the amount • 
of insurance owned by women 
grew by 150 per cent. 


The average size ordinary 


policy purchased on the life of 
an adult female, according to a 
survey, showed an 
increase 


from $4,560 in 1965 to $10,440 in 
1975, a rise of 129 per cent. 


Why do women buy life in- 


surance? For the same reasons 
as men do, says the Council. 
They may have 
dependents 


whom they want to protect, or 
they may want to build or 
supplement a retirement in- 
come plan for their later years. 
Others may have policies to 
make sure their children get a 
college education or to pay off a 
mortgage loan on a house. 


For a woman of retirement 


age, owning a life insurance 
policy takes on added im- 
portance. A retirement income 
plan through life insurance may 
well mean the difference bet- 
ween comfortable living or just 
getting by, says the Council.

Corsicanan nominated 


Smoke detectors are expected to save an 


estimated 6,000 lives in 1977, according to 
Corsicana Fire Chief Duane Womack. 


Womack says that the two different kinds of 


smoke alarms are available on the market 
are both good. 


"Both give adequate time to get out of the 


house," Womack says. Of the some 98 dif- 
ferent styles or models of smoke detectors on 
the market there arc basically two ways for 
them to work. 


THE FIRST WAY is photoelectric. This one 


contains a light bulb and a photo cell. When 
smoke enters the alarm, the light from the 
bulb is reflected off the particles of smoke 
into the photocell and the alarm goes off. 


The second method, according to Womack, 


is the ionization technique which contains a 
small radiation source that produces elec- 
trically charged air molecules called ions. 
The presence of these ions allows a small 
electric current to flow in the chamber. 


When smoke enters the chamber, the 


smoke particles attach themselves to the ions 
and reduce the current flow, triggering the 


alarm. Any change in the current would set 
off the alarm. 


THE PHOTOELECTRIC detectors usually 


operate on household current, while the 
ionization alarms operate off batteries. The 
battery replacement frequently costs bet- 
ween $2 and $10. 


The photoelectric can either be plugged into 


a wall outlet or wired permanently into a 
home. Both types of devices contain a light 
that burns showing the alarm is working. 


Womack says he likes detectors because 


they warn when the smoke is first present, not 
later, when the house is already burning. The 
chief explained that most deaths in fires are 
caused by smoke inhalation and not by fire 
burns. 


"I'm really enthused, by the these things," 


Womack said.

W. P. Murchison has been a history buff since his childhood

No 
wonder 
William 
Polk 


Murchison Sr. is a history buff. 
Born in Corsicana in 1908, young 
Billy was reared on historical 
tales that captured and held his 
imagination. 


For example, there was Uncle 


Monroe Polk, his grandfather's 
brother, who used to relate 
exciting 
stories 
about 
his 


escapades during and after the 
Civil War era. Wounded by a 
half-inch miniball that lodged in 
his skull, "Uncle Mon" had 
skull surgery in 1863. 


"The doctor had to use a 


hammer and a chisel to retrieve 
the ball," he used to tell young 
Billy. 


(Murchison 
has 
in 
his 


possession a miniball the type 
and size of the one that was 
taken from his uncle's skull.) 


"Uncle Mon" used to tell how 


he tried to continue his service 
in the Confederate Army after 
his hospitalization; 
but the 


army would not let him take any 
further part in the war. "Uncle 
Mon," however, did not give up. 
He joined a group of raiders and 
helped scour the countryside for 
food for his undernourished 
comrades. Finally, the Yankees 
captured "Uncle Mon" — an 
impressive story. Later, they 
imprisoned Uncle Mon — a real 
adventure tale. 


The uncle was not the only 


story teller in young Billy's 


family. Nobody could spin a 
yarn better than his grand- 
mother Polk. 


The story that titillated young 


Billy most was the one his 
grandmother used to tell him 
about 
what 
happened 
one 


evening — long ago — when 
Billy's grandfather-to-be came 
courting her in Hernando, Miss, 
during the Civil War. 


MRS. 
POLK 
ALWAYS 


referred to the man she married 
- William A. Polk — as Mr. 
Polk. The story as she told it 
went something like this: "Mr. 
Polk was too young to join the 
army — only 16; but he was not 
too young to be a regular visitor 
at our house. One evening when 
he came to visit me, we had the 
fright of our lives. We heard 
hoofbeats on the plank road that 
connected 
Hernando 
and 


Memphis. 
We 
knew 
the 


Yankees were approaching our 
house. We didn't know what 
they might do to Mr. Polk if they 
laid hands on him. So Mr. Polk 
ran out of the house as fast as 
his legs could carry him. He 
jumped on the horse, but that 
horse just wheeled round and 
round, going nowhere. You see, 
Mr. Polk had forgot to untie him 
from the hitching post." 


Murchison still chuckles at 


the image of a scared young 
man on the wheeling horse. 
"The 
Yankees 
didn't 
do 


anything to my grandfather," 
he said, completing the story. 


Murchison has done much 


research on Civil War and the 
Era of Reconstruction. 


In his pocket he carries a little 


black book containing much 
historical information. Some of 
the pages document the names 
of 225 Navarro citizens who 
signed the petition for Texas to 
secede from the Union. 


Taking the little black book 


from his pocket, Murchison 
read from the first paragraph 
"Lincoln has been elected, and 
the 
doctrine 
of equality-" 


Murchison looked up from the 
book, lying open on his knee. 
"Some of the language is pretty 
inflamatory," he said. 


Musing philosophically, 
he 


added, "It was a sad, sad 
situation — a situation that 
should never 
occurred. 
We 


should 
have 
never 
owned 


slaves; we should have never 
seceded from the Union. I feel 
sorry for the men that were 
wounded or lost their lives and 
for their families, but I have to 
admit we brought a lot of our 
trouble on ourselves." 


PICKING UP THE little 


black book, he read some of the 
names of those who signed the 
petition. They included such 
names as Solomon Van Hook, 
R.Q. Mills, C.M. Winkler, R.A.

He feared 
the whole town of Corsicana 
would burn up. 


But from the time he was old 


enough to enroll in school, 
Murchison has been a Cor- 
sicana enthusiast. When he was 
a youngster in high school, 
where he always made "A's" in 
history, he entered an essay 
contest with a theme entitled 
"The 
History 
of 
Navarro 


County." 


The essay won third place in 


the state and was published in 
the Dallas Morning News. From 
that time on, Murchison has 
been " hooked" on local history. 


For 11 years, he has been a 


member of the Navarro County 
Historical Society. Last year, he 
was 
president 
of 
the 


organization. His last formal 
research 
paper 
which 
he 


presented to the society was 
entitled "The Mayors of Cor- 
sicana and 
the 
History of 


Corsicana City Government." 


IN THE PAPER, Murchison 


includes the accomplishment of 
his father, J.S. Murchison, who 
served the city longer than any 
other elective official — from 
April, 1925 to 1929; and from 
April, 1935 to 1940. J.S. Mur- 
chison was the 20th mayor of 
Corsicana. 


The 32nd mayor of the city 


was William Polk Murchison 
himself. 


Describing 
himself. 
Mur- 


chison wrote: "By profession, 1 
am 
a 
finance 
company 


manager. (General American 
Finance). For activities, I am a 
Methodist, a veteran of World 
War II, a member 
of the 


Chamber of Commerce, YMCA, 
Rotary Club, Mason Lodge, 
local historical society, and the 
Texas 
Ex-students 


Association." 


As mayor, he continued the 


work of street paving in East 
Corsicana, 
widened 
North 


Beaton Street, and completed 
the Postoak bridge on North 
Commerce. 
During his ad- 


ministration, the size of the 
Northwest 
apartments 
was 


doubled; the city limits were 
extended to include the new- 
high school area, 
and the 


James King addition north of 
the Emhouse Road; a new 
minimum housing code was 
written; voting wards 
were 


increased from 4 to 9; and a 
long 
range, 
comprehensive 


Master Plan for Corsicana was 
completed. 


His 
paper 
published 
by 


Governmental Service Agency 
is a capsule of the history of the 
growth of Corsicana. 


In the preface of the book, 


Murchison quotes a pioneer of 
1860 — R.A. Van Horn, editor of 
the Navarro County Express — 
as

Murchison observes: "As long 
as we have our elective form of 
city government, headed by a 
mayor, Corsicana will be a good 
city in which to live, because 
under our system, the mayor is 
a servant of all the people." 


MURCHISON 
ENJOYED 


being mayor of all the people. A 
mild man of gentility, he found 
the worst part of running for 
office was having to deal with 
false accusations. 


His wife Dorothy, well-known 


teacher of public school music, 
said, "I think Billy wanted to be 
mayor because his father had 
been a progressive influence in 
Corsicana, and Billy felt a sense 
of responsibility." 


Murchison admitted that his 


father's dedication to public life 
had been an inspiration to him. 
Besides, he said, he wanted to 
make a positive contribution to 
his community. 


As local historian, Murchison 


is keenly aware of the many 
other people who have con- 
tributed 
to 
the 
making of 


Corsicana. He has done com- 
prehensive 
research 
and 


written papers on the history of 
every sheriff and every judge 
who 
have 
served 
Navarro 


County. 


He has not written a paper on 


R.D. Baylor yet, but credits him 
with the fact that there are so 
many Baptists in Corsicana. 


"Judge Baylor used to hold 


district court here on various 
Saturdays," 
Murchison said. 


"Well, he would hold court until 
about 6 p.m.; then he'd suspend 
court to deliver a Baptist ser- 
mon, and adjourn with a Baptist 
prayer. Later, Judge Baylor, 


called 
Brother 
Baylor here, 


organized Baylor University at 
the site of Old Independence."

picture a rough and sometimes 
colorful 
Corsicana. 
For 
in- 


stance, there was the sheriff in 
the early days who was afraid to 
arrest anybody who resisted 
him; and there was the mayor 
who always brought his bottle of 
whisky 
into 
the 
council 


meetings. There was also the 
clever 
attorney 
who 


maneuvered to win a case for a 
family who wanted to bury their 
son in the family plot — against 
the wishes of his wife. During 
the middle of the trial, a coffin 
was wheeled in. At a given 
signal, 
the 
supposed-to-be 


corpse rose up and said, "I want 
to be buried by my mama." The 
court house was emptied, and 
the wife relinquished her claim 
to the body. 


Murchison's roots go deep 


into the soil of both national and 
local history. He is descended 
on his grandfather's side from 
the same ancestral line as that 
of President James K. Polk. A 
copy of the family tree which 
has been in the family more 
than a hundred years hangs on 
the 
Murchison sitting-room 


wall. The Polk ancestry has 
been 
traced 
back 
through 


Ireland to Scotland where the 
name used to be Pollok. 


On his mother's side, Mur- 


chison is descended from a line 
of Baptist preachers. His great- 
great-grandfather, 
Isaas 


Parker — son of the Rev. 
Ezekiel Parker — was known as 
a Two-Seed Baptist. He believed 
that the struggle between the 
forces of good and evil — as 
represented by God and the 


seed of woman seduced by the 
serpent — will go on till the end 
of time. 


"The Parkers are indiginous 


to this part of the state. Mur- 
chison 
and 
Cynthia 
Anne 


Parker share a common an- 
cestor. Still another ancestor — 
one on his grandmother Mur- 
chison's side was Samuel Haile. 
After the battle of San Jacinto, 
Haile joined the Meir expedition 
at San Antonio. He was cap- 
tured 
by the 
Mexicans in 


Mexico and forced to wear a 
blindfold while he drew a bean 
from the famous jar. He was 
lucky; he drew a white bean. 


STEEPED AS HE 
IS in 


history, Murchison is presently 
interested in two local historical 
projects. 


On the committee of the 


Navarro Historical Society that 
is 
sponsoring the 
so-called 


family book, Murchison is eager 
to see the name of every 
Navarro County citizen in the 
book — or books, if it takes 
more than one book to contain 
all the names. 


He says he thinks that Cor- 


sicana is a family-oriented city 
and that 
families are 
im- 


portant; therefore, he believes 
that each family name should 
be preserved in print. 


Murchison's next research 


endeavor is a plunge into the 
historical background of each 
and every church in the vicinity 
of Corsicana. 


"His 
three 
loves are his 


church, his city and his family,"
